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FOREWORD 


This  publication  is  an  outgrowth  of  "Selected  Reading  Suggestions  for 
Parents  of  Mentally  Retarded  Children,"  prepared  by  the  Children's  Bureau 
in  1967,  and  revised  in  1970. 

The  need  to  provide  the  extra  care  and  attention  that  children  with 
handicaps  need  from  their  families  and  those  of  us  around  them  has  produced 
a  variety  of  approaches,  ideas,  and  suggestions.   Most  of  these,  based  on  ac- 
tual experience,  have  worked  for  specific  children  or  groups  of  children. 
This  publication  represents  an  attempt  to  assemble  some  of  these  efforts  in 
a  form  that  permits  members  of  the  extended  community  family  in  which  there 
is  a  child  with  a  handicap  to  more  easily  find  suggestions  or  approaches  that 
might  help. 

No  referenced  item  represents  a  total  solution.  Collectively,  the  assem- 
bled references  offer  some  of  the  extras  over  and  above  what  all  children  need, 
from  which  we  might  choose  and  make  life  more  worthwhile  for  all  of  us. 

This  publication  was  prepared  by  the  Family  and  Community  Services,  Mont- 
gomery County  (Maryland)  Association  for  Retarded  Citizens,  under  contract  with 
the  Bureau  of  Community  Health  Services.  The  authors  are  parents  who  have 
experienced  the  problems  of  raising  children  with  handicaps. 
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PREFACE 


Many  new  parents  approach  the  task  of  raising  their  children  with  no 
special  preparation,  but  advice,  assistance,  models  to  emulate,  and  other  par- 
ents to  talk  with  are  abundant—usually  no  further  away  than  the  house  next  door. 
Parents  of  children  with  disabilities  are  also  unprepared  for  the  job  of  raising 
their  children,  but  advice,  assistance,  models  to  emulate,  and  other  parents  to 
talk  with,  who  have  similar  problems,  may  well  be  far  more  difficult  to  find. 
And  these  parents  unquestionably  need  specific  knowledge,  awareness,  and  under- 
standing, in  order  to  help  their  children  grow  up  successfully  and  as  healthy  as 
possible. 

Raising  a  child  who  is  handicapped  requires  more  knowledge  and  understanding-- 
of  the  child,  of  oneself,  and  of  others—than  is  required  in  raising  a  child  who 
is  not  handicapped.  And  since  parents  are  the  monitors  of  their  child's  well-being 
throughout  life,  they  would  do  well  to  prepare  themselves  the  best  they  can  to 
meet  this  challenge.  Reading  about  the  experiences  of  others,  learning  about 
sources  of  help,  and  becoming  familiar  with  what  professionals  are  advising,  are 
activities  that  can  provide  a  bewildered  parent  with  some  of  the  tools  that  will 
make  the  job  of  child-rearing  more  successful  and  satisfying.  This,  then,  is 
the  intention  of  our  "Reader's  Guide." 

As  parents  of  children  with  disabilities,  we  have  clearly  realized  one  fact, 
"Ignorance  is  not  bliss."  We  have  learned  from  talking  with  parents  of  handicapped 
children,  we  have  drawn  on  our  own  experiences  with  disabled  children,  and  we  have 
read  as  widely  as  practical.  We  have  found  reading  helpful  in  our  own  effort  to 
grow  with  our  children.  In  compiling  this  guide,  we  have  tried  to  provide  the 
kinds  of  information  that  will  make  relatively  simple  tasks  of  surveying  the 
current  literature,  selecting  what  is  of  particular  interest,  locating  it  in 
libraries  or  ordering  it  from  publishers. 

Books  in  Part  I  are  relevant  to  all  handicaps.  We  have  divided  selections 
into  four  categories:  (1)  basic  reading;  (2)  books  that  tell  how  to  teach, 
train,  and  play  at  home;  (3)  books  which  are  written  by  parents  and  others  who 
have  "lived  it";  and  (4)  books  which  deal  more  intensively  with  particular  issues, 
problems,  and  solutions  to  problems.  Part  II  contains  books  on  particular  dis- 
abilities, and  those  books  are  again  divided  into  the  four  categories  of  reading. 
Part  III  has  books  for  children  about  children  with  handicaps.  Part  IV  contains 
further  sources  of  information,  organizations,  agencies,  directories,  and  a  listing 
of  popular  journals  on  the  various  disabilities. 

Our  selections  could  not  have  been  made  without  the  help  of  numbers  of 
people  who  gave  generously  of  their  time  and  energy  to  recommend  and  review  books, 
pamphlets,  and  journals.  More  than  100  parents  and  professionals  from  around  the 
country  responded  to  our  request  for  help  in  putting  the  "Reader's  Guide"  together. 
There  are  too  many  to  mention  individually;  they  have  our  sincere  appreciation. 
Special  thanks  must  be  expressed  to  Marguerite  M.  Murphy,  Elizabeth  A.  Hoke,  and 
Janice  L.  Andrew  of  the  Montgomery  County  (Maryland)  Public  Library  System. 


We  would  be  very  pleased  if,  as  a  result  of  this  "Reader's  Guide,"  parents 
of  children  who  are  retarded—or  disturbed—or  orthopedically  handicapped—would 
become  a  little  more  knowledgeable  about  children  who  are  autistic— or  deaf— or 
brain  injured.  Certainly  we  have  found  in  our  reading  that  the  feelings  and  ex- 
periences of  families  of  children  with  one  disability  are  surprisingly  similar  to 
the  feelings  and  experiences  of  families  of  children  with  another  disability, 
and  each  has  much  to  learn  from  the  other.  And  yet  any  parent  can  verify  the 
truism  that  each  child  is  unique,  regardless  of  disability.  Books,  like  people, 
can  give  some  of  the  answers  to  problems,  but  not  all  of  them.  Some  answers  come 
only  with  time  and  experience.

Out  of  this  2-year 
undertaking  grew  her  book.  She  uses  the  feelings  and  experiences  of  other 
parents  to  help  the  reader  move  toward  new  ways  of  self-expl oration.  Because 
"the  focus  of  the  book  is  on  the  psychological  adjustment  of  the  parents  to 
the  special  problem  of  their  child's  handicap,"  A  HANDICAPPED  CHILD  IN  THE 
FAMILY  is  relevant  to  parents  of  a  child  with  any  kind  of  physical  or  mental 
handicap.
